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Background Information 


Prior to its official dissolution in 1923, the Communist Party of Jugoslavia 
hejd 57 seats out of a total of 380 in the Jugoslav Parliament. Five of the 
57 seats were occupied by Slovene Communist representatives; at that time. Dr. 
Willan LEMEZ, a Ljubljana lawyer and former Social Denocrat, was secretary of 
the Communist Party in Slovenia. In 1923 the Jugoslav Commmist Party was 
dissolved. by government decree about a month after the attempted assassination 
of Dr. Wilored DRASKOVIC, then Jugoslav Minister of the Interior. After the 
dissolution, activities ceased almost completely until 1933, when Miha MARINKO 
returned to Jugoslavia from the Soviet Union. Subsequently, in 1937: Lovro
